Of  this  amount,  $279,600  is  s 
budgeted  for  teachers  salaries. 

This  allows  for  a $400  yearly 
increment  if  the  state  boosts 
the  annual  increment  provision 
and  for  a $300  yearly  hike  pro- 
vided the  state  takes  no  action. 

The  budget  is  apportioned 
among  the  five-member  dis- 
trict. each  of  whom  sets  up  a 
budget  and  determines  their 
own  tax  rate.
